County Treasurer may appoint one 
Deputy Treasurer while he is acting In 
the capacity of tax receiver for the pe- 
riod of thirty days in each year, who 
shall receive the sum of four dollars a 
day for each day'« service actually per- 
formed. 


The 0 aunty Recorder for services us 


County Recorder and ex-offlcio Au- 
ditor shall receive the sum of fifteen 
hundred dollars a year. 


The District Attorney for services as 


District Attorney and ex-offlcio County 
Superintendent of PuMic School* shall 
receive twelve hundred dollars a year. 


Each County Commissioner shall re- 


ceive for hU services three hundred 
dollars a year. 


The Justice of the Peace and ex-offl- 


cio Corener in any township wherein
